report of Auditor Henry A. Castle, of 
the post office department, for the fis- 
cal year ended June SO, 1809, has been 
transmitted to the .secretary of the 
treasury and postmaster general. This 
bureau has the largest accounting of- 
fice in the government, or perhaps in 
the world, since it is the clearing 
house of the entire postal service.
